Streets in the firr area 
soon were jammed with the 
autos of sightseers as the 
black cloud of smoke drifted 
skyward.

Firemen experienced a 
few tense moments at one 
point, during the fire when 
the blazing brush surround­ 
ed a Redondo Beach fire 
truck which was stuck in 
the sand.
